The meeting was called to order, with Méyor Miller presiding.

Alford were adopted as read by the following vote:

Mrs. J+ T. Eaves, Mrs. Lyman J, Balley, and other residents of the neigh- .
borhood appeared before the Council in behalf of their petition previously
submitted asking for the removal of a trailer camp in the 1400 block of East
2nd Street, declaring that same was in violation of residentisl zoning re-
gtrictions and a menace to the heslth of the community on account of the in-
sanltary condition.

A group of women reopresenting the occupants of the trailler camp, coﬁposed
of Mrs. McAdems and others, wives of service men, alsc appeared and were heard
in defense of their positions
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After considerable discussion of the matter, it was the sense of the
Council that the trailere ghould be moved from their present location; and
the City Mansger was lnstructed to find another location for same, and, if
need be, to have same moved onto city property for the duration of the war
and provided with proper sanitary facilitiess

(RESOLUTION) '

WHEREAS, Texas Public Service Company has presented to the City Council
tentative maps or plans showing the proposed construction of its gas mains
in the streets in the City of Austin hereafter named, and said maps or plans
have been congidered by the City Council; therefore,

BE IT RESCLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

THAT Texas Public Service Company be, and the same 1s hereby, permitted
to lay and construct its gas mains in and upon the following streets:

(1) A ges main in RALEIGH AVENUE from Pufield Road to Bonnie Road,
the centerline of which gas maln shall be 7.5 feet west of, and
parallel to, the east property line of sald Raleigh Avenue,

Sald gas main described ebove shall have a cover of not less
thaen 2} feet,

(2) A gas main in WOODROW AVENUE from a point 513 feet south of
Bouston Street northerly 688 feet, the centerline of which
gas main shall be 7.5 feet west of, and parallel to, the east
property line of said Woodrow Avenue,

Said gas main descrided ahove shall have a cover of not less
than 2} feet,

(3) A gas main in EAST 5)ST STREET fryom a point 264 feet weet of
Lancaster Court easteriy 2010 feet, the centerllne of which
gas main shall be 7.5 feet south of, and parallel %o, the
north property line of said East 5lst Street.
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Sald goes maln deseribed ghove shall have a cover of not less
than 2} feet.

(4) A ges main in BONNIE ROAD from Raleigh Avenue westerly 159
feet, the centerline of which gas mein shall be 7.5 feet south
of, and parallel %o, the north property line of saild Bonnie
Road,

Sald gas meirn described above shall have a cover of not less
than 2% feet.

(5) A gas main in SINGLETON AVENUE from a point 135 feet south of
East 18th Street northerly 454 feet, the centerline of which
gas main shall be 13,5 feet west of, and parallel to, the east
property line of said Singleton Avenue,

Sald ges main described above shall have a cover of not less
than 2% feet,

(6) A gos main in EAST AVENUE from a point 115 feet south of East
16th Street north to a point 130 feet south of East 18th Street,
the centerline of which gas msin shall be bi feet east of, and
parallel to, the west property line of sald East Avenus.

Sald gas main describsd above shall have a cover of not less
than 2} feet,

(7) A gas main in BAST 22ND STREET from a point 281 feet east of
Curtis Avenue easterly 128 feet, the centerline of which gas
main shall be 9 feet south of, and parallel to, the north
property line of sald East 22nd Street.

Said gas main described sbove shall have a cover of not less
than 2% feet.

The Texas Public Service Company is hereby put upon notice that the
City of Austin does not guarantee thet the space assigned above is clesr
from other underground utilities, but is based upon the best records we have
at hand, and that the minimum depth stated does not have any reference to
the fact that greater depths mey not be required at special points. When the
Texas Public Service Company requires definite information upon the ground
as to elevations or working points from which to base the locatlon of their
segigmments, they shall apply to the City Engineering Department not less
than three i}) days before such information is required. The Texas Public
Service Company is further put upon notice that they will be required to bear
_ the expense of repairs or replacement of any underground utility damaged
during the construction of lines nemed in this resolution.

And that whenever pa.vexﬁent is cut in the vicinity of a fire plug, water
must be used at intervals during the course of backfilling of the ditches,

That the work end laying of saild gas mains, including the excavation in
the streets snd the restoration and mailntenance of sald streets after sald
mains have been laid, shall be under the supervision and direction of the
City Manager, and under all the pertinent terms and conditions of the certain
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franchige granted tS sald Company by the City of Austin,
